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1.Q. What is diabetes ? 


A. tt isa disease of the pancreas, a large 


gland behind the stomach; in dia- 
betes this gland fails to produce 
enough of a substance called insulin 
to permit the body adequately to use 
or store sugar. 





2.Q.. Can anybody have diabetes? 
A. Yes. People of all ages, sexes, and 


conditions. But . .. the people it 
strikes are usually overweight and 
between the ages of 40 and 60. Also, 
it occurs most frequently among 
those who do not lead active lives. A 
tendency to develop diabetes seems 
to run in certain families. And the 
disease is more common among 
women than among men. 





3.0. Do diabetics live as long as other people ? 


A. That depends largely on the patient. 


Diabetes ranks 8th among causes of 
death. There is no known method of 
actually curing the disease. But...

. What are the symptoms of diabetes ? 


The commonest symptoms, which call 
for immediate medical attention, are: 
excessive thirst; excessive appetite; 
unaccountable loss of weight follow- 
ing excessive weight; constant un- 
accountable weariness and irritabil- 
ity; in older people, boils and car- 
buncles. 





6.0. When diabetes is discovered, how is it 


controlled ? 


A. By proper diet, insulin, and exercise— 


each of these factors being adjusted 
by the doctor to the individual 
patient’s needs. 


7.Q. How can | find out more about diabetes ? 


A. By asking your doctor. Metropoli-

What are the simple rules for making, and responding to, a toast? 


AFTER THE ceremonies the bridal 
party and friends usually adjourn for 
the wedding breakfast or reception. 
This is where the speeches come in. 

There is usually a “‘ toast to the bride,” 
one to the “bride’s parents,” and to the 
“bridesmaids.” How are they planned? 
What do you say in a toast? How do you 
reply? Here are some simple rules for 
you to remember. 

I am not going to offer a formal 
“toast for all occasions.” Obviously the 
situation demands more from you than 
just the memorizing of a few lines. It 
calls for some originality, thought and 
effort. 

First of all, please remember, when- 
ever you propose a toast—be brief! 
Avoid flights of oratory. Use simple, 
direct, down-to-earth English, as original 
as you can make it. Watch for clichés, 
those stereotyped, outworn phrases so 
often heard—* unaccustomed as I am to 


public speaking,” or “‘this auspicious 


occasion,” ‘‘We have with us today,” 
and all the other worn-out, hackneyed 
phrases. 


Here, then, is the key to the whole 
situation of proposing and responding to 
toasts wherever you may meet them, 
and whatever type of toast is involved. 
Simply alter one word in your speech 
assignment and, instead of thinking of a 
“toast to the bride,” change the word 
“toast” to “tribute,” and thus we have 
a “tribute to the bride.” Think of your 
toast as that.

FOOD AND HEALTH 
by Elizabeth Chant Robertson, M.D. 


DO YOU really believe that the food 
your child eats has a great effect on his 
health—not a slight effect, but a tremen- 
dous one? Unless we are one hundred 
per cent convinced of this, few of us will 
be willing to put enough thought and 
time into the job of producing excellent 
meals and teaching our youngsters to 
eat them. Fortunately, first-class meals 
need be neither expensive nor difficult 
to prepare. 

What kind of evidence have we that 
food influences growth and health? Some 
years ago a group of scientists followed 
the growth of a good number of healthy 
children living in a well-run institution 
near Chicago. The boys and girls were 
divided into two groups as nearly alike 
as possible. Both groups were fed the 
same meals, which were very good, but 
one group got three quarters of a pint of 
milk a day, while the other received 
twice as much—a pint and a half. At 
the end of the year the extra milk group 
had grown nearly half an inch more in 
height and two and a half pounds more 
in weight than the other group. If the 
test had been kept up for ten years, of 
course, the difference would have been 
much greater. A pint and a half of milk 
a day helps your child to grow. 

In 1937 the boys entering a large 
Canadian university were on the average 
an inch and a half taller and five pounds 
heavier than their predecessors seven- 
teen years before. Better meals no 
doubt had a great deal to do with this. 

Before the war, Professor Drummond, 
who is now technical adviser to the 
Ministry of Food in Great Britain, 
supervised an interesting test in the 
East End of London. The schools there 
provided hot lunches for the children 
because most of their families earned 
very low incomes. The usual lunch was 
meat, potatoes and another vegetable 
and “afters,” which is what East 
Enders call puddings. Professor Drum- 
mond suspected that these children’s 
meals at home were low in the protective 
foods, which are those rich in vitamins, 
minerals and good proteins. So he 
suggested that half of them should carry 
on with their usual lunch, but the other 
half should get a lunch of milk, brown 
bread, cheese and a fresh orange or some 
raw vegetables, served up, of course, ina 
way that was attractive to the children. 
They called this kind of lunch an “Oslo 
breakfast,”
